2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a device for emitting exhaust gases from an internal 
combustion engine in a submarine into the surrounding water including a reduced-pressure 
chamber to mix the exhaust gases, and a water flow taken from the surrounding water and 
produced in a pump device, with one another in a reduced-pressure field produced by a reduction 
in the cross-sectional area of the water flow before mixing, the reduction in the cross-sectional 
area creating an accelerated water flow in the form of a hollow cylinder, generally as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
